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New  Principal 
Brings  New  Changes 


This  year  Heritage  received  a  new 
principal,  Mr.  Robert  Herber.  Mr. 
Herber  started  teaching  in  1969  at 
Central  Catholic  High  School. 
After  that  school  closed,  he  moved 
to  Dwenger  where  he  taught  for  sev- 
en years  as  Dean  of  Students.  Then 
in  1984,  he  applied  as  athletic  direc- 
tor for  New  Haven  High  School. 
After  a  year,  the  assistant  principal 
position  became  open,  which  he  then 
received  and  served  for  two  years. 
Later  last  year,  he  found  the  vacan- 
cy for  principal  at  Heritage  and  as 
he  has  always  sought  out  a  chal- 
lenge, he  applied  for  the  position. 
Some  of  the  courses  he  taught  in- 
clude government,  Black  history, 
U.S.  history,  and  sociology.  He  also 


coached  golf,  basketball,  football, 
and  track. 

Mr.  Herber  describes  himself  as  a 
competitive  person  and  that  he  feels, 
is  why  he  has  progressed  through 
life  as  he  has.  He  saw  the  opening  as 
principal  as  a  chance  to  use  more  of 
his  philosophy  in  administrating  the 
students  of  today.  He  finds  it  more 
rewarding  than  being  an  assistant 
principal,  where  he  had  spent  most 
of  his  time  as  a  disciplinarian,  rather 
than  dealing  with  the  positive  side  of 
education. 

He  regrets  that  he  has  had  to 
spend  so  much  time  this  year  rede- 
signing the  office  structure.  He  had 
hopes  of  meeting  many  more  stu- 
dents than  this  year  has  allowed 


him.  Yet,  he  feels  the  year  has  ended 
on  a  positive  note. 

Mr.  Herber  hopes  that  he  can 
make  education  more  exciting  for 
students  by  giving  the  administra- 
tion the  freedom  to  experiment  with 
new  ideas.  He  commented  on  his  fu- 
ture goals  as  principal  for  Heritage, 
"I  want  it  to  be  the  best  school  in 
East  Allen,  by  providing  the  best 
education  and  opportunities  for  stu- 
dents." As  for  now,  he  feels  Heri- 
tage does  a  good  job  with  what  is 
available.  Because  we  are  a  small 
school,  "Heritage  cannot  offer  all 
the  courses  the  larger  schools  can, 
but  we  are  not  faced  with  the  prob- 
lems that  threaten  those  in  the  larg- 
er schools."
